Robert E. Bell, M. D., of this city, 
pave a lecture before the 
Middlesex 
W om en’s club yesterday afternoon on 
the subject of "How to Breathe Pro­ 


perly.” 
This w as the second lecture 
of the course on Physiology under the 
auspices of the science department. 
Dr. Pell apologized for any possible 


short-comings, saying he had been In 
the habit of speaking before medical 
associations to men only, and for that 
reason asked the ladies to be patient 
with him if perchance he ran ashore. 
This is an age, said 
the 
doctor, of 
prevention, rather than the curing the 
disease. 
This question of exercise, ann 
the endeavor to use oil 
the 
must lea 
with whirh Nature lins endowed tis, In 
breathing is of very gr< at Importance. 
Sufficient attention is not paid to tile 
matt* r of physical training. 
Dr. Bell explained the fundamental 
points of the anatom y of the breathing 
apparatus, illustrating 
his 
explana­ 
tions with models clearly showing N a­ 
tu r e s 
perfect 
arrangement 
for 
the 
complete notation of the blood. 
"The 
Importance 
of 
breathing 
through the nostrils 
cannot 
be 
too 
strongly 
em phasised,” continued 
tile 
doctor. 
"The air in going through the 
nostrils is not only warmed but mois­ 
tened. 
Persons who breathe through 
the mouth are subject to coughs, colds 
and sore throats. 
It Is necessary to have nil obstruc­ 
tions to breathing 
removed. 
Some­ 
times a slight full upon the 
nose 
In 
childhood will 
cause a malformation 
that can be easily corrected In child­ 
hood, but Is a difficult 
operation 
in 
later life. 
The high chest method of breathing, 
such as Is used by great singers Is the 
proper method. 
It brings all the m us­ 
cles Into play and expands the lungs 
to their full capacity. 
When we breathe we ought to take 
all the air possible into our lungs. The 
breathing the sam e air over and over 
again is a method of aelf-poisonlng, 
the effect of such breathing is to make 
tm feel languid and listless. 
Air that 
has been breathed once is devitalized, 
it has lost the power of giving us new 


life. 
The air should be renewed in our 
bouses often enough to he kept pure. 
In order to tie vital th*- air must be 
kept constantly in 
motion, sunshine, 
changes of temperature cause inoiecu- 
lat activity. 
Unless we breathe deep­ 
ly we do not stir all the ait 
in 
our 
lungs and as a result a great deal of 
ail remains In our lungs without be 
illy changed or renewed and It is tm 
wonder that we feel tired and languid 
and have no ambition to do anything. 
k cfen mg to pathologists and micro 
seoplsts, Dr. Bell said: 
"What would 
we think of a general who instead ut 
hi acing up his men and strengthening 
his army to go out and defeat the en ­ 
emy simply studied tin* 
habits 
and 
movements of the opposing forces with 
a microscope. 
Dr. Bell spoke strongly against send­ 
ing people to Texas, New Mexico or 
Colorado for the cure of tuberculosis 
“These 
places ale simply graveyards 
for them,” he said. 
"Air must be kept 
In motion In order to sustain life and 
look at the changes of temperature we 
have here. 
We are told that this is 
the worst possible climate 
for 
con ­ 
sumptives, 
when In fact it is one 
of 
the best. 
The reason why we have so 
many consumptives is because of the 
vigorous climate, people are kept in­ 
doors and do not breathe properly. 
"It would be money well spent lf we 
coital teach our children In the schools 
the importance of proper breathing. I 
feel sure if the subject 
were properly 
understood and proper attention paid 
to physical exercise that tuberculosis 
would be stamped out of our land sim ­ 
ply because a tuberculosis germ hates 
to attack tissue 
that is in a vigorous 
condition. 
It alw ays attack s 
tissue 
that Is som ewhat run down. 
Let us 
arm our am y of corpuscles with the 


living artillery of oxygen 
and defeat 
the enemy. 
"By the high chest method of breath­ 
ing we enlarge the chest in every way 
and therefore g t more nil* iii than in J 
any other way. The amount we breathe 
In as we ordinarily stand Is 30 cubic 
Inches.

“What is a patriot? f confess I have not 
been able to find a definition of patriot­ 
ism which exactly satisfies me.

decide that It In the duty of the patriot 
to do this or to do that. 
“ We nil know that he who in the hour 
or his country’s danger is willing to give 
that highest evidence of his loyalty to 
his governm ent-to give hip life-lie is a 
patriot and our land and all lands 
are 
filled with monuments erected 
to the 
memory of patriots who have sealed with 
their distil the devotion of their lives, 
and yet. my friends, it would be sad In­ 
ured lf patriotism could only be display­ 
ed In time of war. 
“ For, ll we hope, as we all hope, that 
wars will be less and less frequent, that 
arbitration will be more and more adopt­ 
ed; if we look forward to the time when 
nation shall rise up against nation no 
more and when then shall be universal 
and perpetual peace—if we took forward 
to that time would It not be sod to think 
that with the coming of that glorious 
dav there should be lost forevt r the op­ 
portunity for man to show his love of 
country or to prove his title to the term 
patriot? 
“We must therefore so define patriot­ 
ism that it will Include those manifesta­ 
tions which show the man s patriotism 
In peace as well as those things which 
prove his patriotism in war, I do not 
not that 
I can better define patriotism 
than to say that it is that love of coun­ 
try which leads a man to give to his 
country that which his country needs at 
Hi** time his country needs it. (Enthusi­ 
ast I* applause.) 
“That is a partial patriotism which 
givts a little and withholds lh*- r*st. That 
Is real patriotism which give the body 
when the country needs the bo* y, which 
gives tlie head when the country needs 
*he head and gives the heart when th*- 
iwuntry needs 
the 
heart. 
(Renewed 
applause.) 
“ I regard the duties of peace as im ­ 
perative as the duties of war. 
I re­ 
gard the nation’s claim upon a m a n ’s 
Intelligence as Imperative as Its claim 
Upton his flesh and blood. 
I regard 
the country’s claim upon the heart and 
conscience of the citizen as imperative 
as Its claim 
upon either the body or 
the mind. 
More than that, I believe 
that the country tails upon the body 
because the people have refused to 
give the mind and the heart to their 
country. 
(Tum ultuous applause.) 
“W ar Is like a surgical operation 
that severs from the body a limb be­ 
cause the person refused to apply a 
milder remedy 
in 
time. 
Is It 
not 
strange th a t any one who 
loves his 
country could be bo Indifferent 
when 
little 
sacrifices 
are required 
as 
to 
bring about a condition that dem ands 
a greater sacrifice? 
“ How little is the sacrifice required: 
When I tell you that your country de­ 
m ands—that our country—demands the 
highest Intelligence we can bring to 
our country, the best conscience we 
can devote to our country, I arn not 
asking for sacrifice at all. 
“ I am not sure but I ought to give 
•mother definition of . patriotism and 
say that it is that Intelligence which 
enables a m an to see 
that 
his 
own 
highest good is served when his coun­ 
try is served. 
(Applause.) 
‘A senator from fjporgla once gave 
expression to this sentiment in words 
so apt that 
I cannot improve them— 
who saves his country, saves himself. 
and all things saved 
do 
bless 
him. 
who lets 
his 
country 
die, 
lets 
all 
things die, dies himself ignobly, ana 
all things dying curse him.’

Practical Lecture by Robert E. 
Bell, M. D. 


■Robert. E. Bell, M. D., of this city, 
rave a lecture before the 
Middlesex 
W om en’s club yesterday afternoon on 
the subject of “How to Breathe P ro­ 


perly.” 
This w as the second lecture 
of the course on Physiology under the 
auspices of the science departm ent. 
Dr. Bell apologized for any possible 


short-comings, saying he had been in 
the habit of speaking before medical 
associations to men only, and for that 
reason asked the ladies to be patient 
with him if perchance he ran ashore. 
This is an age, said 
the 
doctor, or 
prevention, rath er than the curing the 
disease. This Question of exercise, and 
the endeavor to use all 
the 
muscles 
with which N ature has endowed us, in 
breathing is of very great Importance. 
Sufficient attention is not paid to the 
m atter of physical training. 
Dr. Bell explained the fundamental 
points of the anatom y of the breathing 
apparatus, illustrating 
his 
explana­ 
tions with models clearly showing N a­ 
tu re’s 
perfect 
arrangem ent 
for 
the 
complete aeration of the blood. 
“The 
Importance 
of 
breathing 
through the nostrils 
cannot 
be 
too 
strongly 
emphasized,” continued 
the 
doctor. 
“The air in going through the 
nostrils is not only warmed but mois­ 
tened. 
Persons who breathe through 
the mouth are subject to coughs, colds 
and sore throats. 
It Is necessary to have all obstruc­ 
tions to breathing 
removed. 
Some­ 
times a slight fall upon the 
nose 
in 
childhood will 
cause a malformation 
that can be easily corrected in child­ 
hood, but is a difficult 
operation 
in 
later life. 
The high chest method of breathing. 
such as is used by great singers Is the 
proper method. It brings all the m us­ 
cles into play and expands the lungs 
to their full capacity. 
W hen we breathe we ought to take 
all the air possible Into our lungs. The 
breathing the same air over and over 
again is a method of self-poisoning, 
the effect of such breathing Is to make 
us feel languid and listless. 
Air that 
lias been breathed once is devitalized. 
it has lost the power of giving us new 


life. The air should be renewed in our 
houses often enough to be kept pure. 
In order to be vital the air m ust be 
kept constantly In 
motion; sunshine, 
changes of tem perature cause molecu­ 
lar activity. 
Unless we breathe deep­ 
ly we do not stir all the air 
In 
our 
lunge and tis a result a great deal of 
ail remains in our lungs without be­ 
ing changed or renewed and it is no 
wonder that we feel tired and languid 
and have no ambition to do anything. 
Referring to pathologists and micro- 
scoplsts, Dr. Bell said: 
“W hat would 
we think of a general who instead of 
bracing up his men and strengthening 
his arm y to go out and defeat the en­ 
emy simply studied the 
habits 
and 
movements of the opposing forces with 
a microscope. 
Dr. Bell spoke strongly against send 
ing people to Texas, New Mexico or 
Colorado for the cure of tuberculosis. 
“This** 
places are simply graveyards 
for them," he said. 
“Air must bo kept 
In motion In order to sustain life and 
look at the changes of tem perature we 
have here. 
We are told that this Is 
the worst possible climate 
for 
con­ 
sumptives, 
when In fact it is one 
of 
the best. 
The reason why we have so 
many consumptives is because of the 
vigorous climate, people are kept in­ 
doors and do not breathe properly.
